TRIPOLI (Reuter). — A Libyan 
Foreign Ministry spokesman yes- 
terday categorically denied accusa- 
tlons that Libya was connected with 
Friday's attempted coup against 
Chad's President Francois Tom- 
balbaye.

ARAB SUSPICION — 
OF FEDERATION 


CAIRO {Ofns) 
THER presidents having comple- 
ted plans in Damascus for a 
Confederation of Arab Republics, 
the people of Egypt, Libya and Sy- 
ria give their verdict on Wednesday 
in a referendum. And since in the 
past 13 years several attempts to 
federate two or more Arab coun- 
tries have faled miserably. most 
Arabs are wary of any new plans, 
whether they be to unite, federate 
or confederate, 

Syria and Egypt united in Feb- 
ruary 1958 and established the Uni- 
ted Arab Republic. Yemen joined 
a menth later. But the federation 
eallapsed when Syria withdrew in 
September 1961. Yemen's associa- 
tion ended three months later. 

In 1958, Jordan and Iraq estab- 
lshed a federation to counter-ba- 
lante~ the Syrian-Egyptian union. 
It lasted only a few months, how- 
over, ending with the overthrow by 
Army officers of the Hashemite 
monarchy in Iraq on July-14, 1958, 
and the murder of King Faisal 0, 
tis uncle and his Prime Minister. 

In 1963, a proposed federation 
between Egypt, Syria and Iraq 
failed. to clear the frst obstacle 
of disegreement between Nasser 
aad the rival Syrian and Iraqi Ba'- 
thists. 


Initial scepticism 

The Confederation of Arab Re- 
publics was first discussed at Tri- 
poll, Libya, in December 1969, at 
& meeting between the late Presi- 
éunt Nasser, Colonel (Gaddaf of 
Libya and President Numeir! of 
the Sudan, Syria joined a year 
later, after Hafiz el Assad had 
seized power on November 13, 1970. 

Egyptians and the Arabs in ge- 
nerai reacted passively or with scep- 
ticlsm to the announcement that 
the three countries had decided to 
werk to establish unity. Opposition 
to the proposed federation led to 
uprisings and brutal repression in 
the Sudan. involving the Southern 
Utberation Front, the Communist 
Party und the progressives.

Borrowing money to finance this 
chronic deficit will swell the na- 
tion's foreign debt from $2,620m. 
last year (and over §3,000m. right 
now) to $12,200m. 

Needless to say, even such a 
depressing result can only be 
achieved if private consumption ja 
kept in leash -~ going up only by 
2 per cent per person annually. AS 
output per capita is to increase 
by £5 per cent, the difference must 
be mopped up through taxation. 
Assuming that existing taxes se- 
eure an extra 10 per cent of reve- 
nue each year, new taxes will have 
to be imposed on top of that in 
every one of the 10 years, mop- 
ping up 300m. of purchasing 
power each time, .

HAIFA. — Homeless young couples, 
working in shifts of 20 each, held a 
“nuisance demonstration” at ‘the 
tocal offices of the Housing Ministry 
during working hours yesterday.

Histadrut wants 
IL700 ceiling 


on ‘low income’ 


TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut is de- 
Manding that salaries of up to IL700 
a month be included in the “low-in- 
come” bracket for purposes of Gov- 
ernment compensation for the de- 
valuation. Mr. Yeruham Meshel, De- 
puty Secretary-General of the His- 
tadrut, told the Central Committee 
yesterday. 

Reviewing last Thursday’s meet- 
ing with Government representatives 
on the aftermath of last week's de- 
valuation, Mr. Meshe} said the Gov- 
ernment agreed with the Histadrut 
on the need for compensation; but 
there was a difference of opinion 
concerning what constituted “low 
income," he said. 

The Histadrut also requested that 
Natioral Insurance payments be in- 
creased by five per cent, with a 
similar increase for pensions. 

Secretary-General ‘Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon said he shared the opinion 
of the Knesset legal advisers that 
the Government may rescind the 
price hikes in basic commodities, 
and that the Knesset need not be 
convened for this matter. The new 
prices come into effect through 
emergency regulations, and not by 
a Knesset decision, Mr. Ben-Aharon 
noted.

40,000 summer

More than 40,000 summer visitors 
from the Arab countries were still 
in the administered territories yes- 
terday, two weeks before the close 
of the Summer Visits Scheme which 
began In mid-June, 

As of Friday, the total number of 
summer visitors bad reached the 
record figure of 103,871, - 

‘Several thousand visitors have ap- 
Hed to the Israel authorities to stay 
permanently with relatives in the 
‘West Bank or Gaza Strip, under the 
Family Reunion Scheme. The pre- 
cise number of applicants is not 
likely to be determined before the 
military governors in the adminis- 
tered areas wind up their reports at 
the end of the programme, on Sep- 
tember 15, 

Except for extraordinary cases, 

the family reunion applications are 
not expected to be screened wihjle 
the applicants are still here. Even 
in cases which are approved, the 
applicant will have to leave first, 
in accordance with his summer visit 
permit, and then come back on a 
residence permit. 
-The bulk of this year's summer 
visitors came across the Allenby 
and Damya bridges from Jordan, 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. Others 
came from as far east asthe oil-rich 
gulf sheikhdoms and as far west as 
Morocco. The jargest number of 
North Africans came from Libya. 

Some of the visitors came through 
Lod Airport. These were mainly 
students studying in Europe and 
West Bank emigrés now living in 
the Americas. 


Poll shows 
newcomers 
satisfied

After one year in Israel, a sample 
grouping of several hundred immi- 
grants showed that most were satis- 
factorily employed, happily housed 
and have decided to stay on in the 
country permanently. Their Hebrew, 
however, was still poor. 

The findings, released yesterday 
by the ‘Absonption Ministry, is based 
on 8 survey of 595 immigrants who 
arrived between ‘September and 
December 1969. They were inter- 
viewed two months after their ar- 
rival and then again after six 
months' residence and one year's 
residence. During the one-year 
period, 8.7 per cent returned to their 
country of origin, most of them in 
the second half of the year. 

Close to 85 per cent of the group 
told 'the interviewers after one year 
that they were determined to settle 
permanentiy in the country. This 
percentage had been approximately 
the same at the two-month and 
six-month interviews. τ. 

Seventy-nine per cent were living 
in permanent housing after one year 
as compared to 49 per cent after 
iwo months and 63 ‘per cent after 
six months. Fifty-five percent had 
joined the labour force, mostly in in- 
dustry. Of those employed, 72 per 
cent said they were satisfied or very 
satisfied with their jobs. 

Two areas of deficiency, perhaps 
related, were knowledge of Hebrew 
and social intercourse with native 
Israelis or veteran immigrants ori~ 
ginally from other countries, After 
one year, only 85 per cent of the 
immigrants said they were capable 
of conversing freely while 31 per 
cent said they could not carry on 
a simple conversation in Hebrew. 

AS for social contacts, after one 
year, 24 per cent of the dmmigrants 
claimed to have frequent or very 


frequent social contact with veterans ΑἹ 


while 48 per cent said they had no 


social contact whatever or only « 


sporadic contacts with veteran 
Tsraelis. The survey was carried out 


for the Ministry by the Central ΕἸ 


Bureau of Statistics with the par- 
ticipation of the Tostitute of ‘Applied 
Social Research.

The Cabinet hopes that the short- 
age of nurses, teachers and social 
workers can be filed by organizing 
gir, volunteers from among Or- 
thedox families. TheSe can ΠΟΙ͂ 
claim Army exemption on +eligious 
grounds — with the result that 
some 45 per cent of all girls of 
military age do nothing to help the 
national effort. 

The Cabinet set up a special 'Com- 
mittee of Ministers yesterday. to 
‘work out a programme to fil man- 
power needs in essential services, 
on a voluntary basis. The Commit- 
tee, which is headed by Labour Min- 
ister Yosef Almogi, and inciudes 
Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, 
Health Minister Victor Shemtov, 
Education Minister (and Deputy 
Premier} Yigal Atlon, and Welfare 
Minister Michael Chazani, is sche- 
duled to report back to the Cabinet 
in a month's tlmg. 

(Three of the Ministers involved 
represent the essential services re- 
quiring manpower: Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. The Defence Min- 
ister will advise with regard to the 
Security Service Law tions. 
The Labour Minister wil apparently 
be responsible for coordinating the 
employment of the volunteers, if 
the Cabinet approves the Commit- 
tee's programme. 

When the matter came up on the 
agenda yesterday, three Ministers 
argued that all girls exempt from 
the Army on religious grounds 
should be drafted to one type or 
another of civilian national service. 
The three were Messrs. Allon, Shem- 
tov, and Moshe Kol. i 

N.R.P. Ministers Chazani and Yo- 
sef Burg then argued that enough 
religious girl volunteers would come 


forward to meet all needs. Mr. Cha- 
zani sald that several dozen ortho- 
dox girls were ‘already working as 
volunteers under the auspices of the 
Welfare Ministry. 

Mr. Shemtov, who said that the 
best thing was to simply apply the 
1903 National Service Law ob- 
Uging exempt girls to do civilian 
jobs of national importance, warned 
that the country was already seve- 
ral hundred aurses short. As hospi- 
tals were expanded or built, the 
shortage would grow worse, he said. 

Education Minister Allon pointed 
out that the school year would open 
this week with a teacher shortage 
ln a number of places. 

The issue of drafting orthodox 
girls for non-Army essential ser- 
vices has been In and out of Knes- 
set committees. When the Social 
Services Committee discussed It last, 
in July, the N.R.P. members pro- 
mised they would help work out ἃ 
plan to organize as many volun- 
teers as were needed. They said 
they could not lend their backing 
to a scheme for compulsory service. 

The 1953 National Service Law 
has never been applied becaus2? of 
N.RP. objections. Although the 
N.R-P., by the large, is proud of 
the Army service done by girls in 
its affiliated youth movements, it is 
very sensitive to the pressure exer- 
ted by the ultra-orthodox at the 
slightest hint of compulsion. Two 
months ago, when the Knesset Com- 
mittee discussed the Issue, synago- 
gue doors in Jerusalem were plas- 
tered with posters, calling on Or- 
thodox parents to “lay down their 
lives” rather than expose thelr 
daughters to the “shame" of com- 
pulsory national service in any 
form. 


4 more Ministers 
to gazette orders

Four more Cabinet Ministers were 
empowered yesterday to gazette 
orders in thelr own epheres, as they 
saw fit, to fix prices of goods and 
services, and prevent profiteering. 

The Cabinet decided at its weekly 
session, that the Ministers of 
Finance, (Health, Transport and 
Tourism would have the statutory 
authority In question. Under the 1971 
Emergency Regulations ‘(Arrange- 
ments following the change in the 
currency rate) they ‘were named 
as “Ministers empowered to gazette 
orders," in the same manner that the 
Ministers of Commerce and Housing 
‘were so named, soon efter- the 
devaluation, to stop prices rocketing 
88 a ‘consequence. 

Under the latest decision, Health 
Miaister Victor ‘Shemtov will have 
the authority, for instamce, to fix 
the prices of medicines and medical 
equipment; Tourism Minister Moshe 
Kol will be able to fix ceilings for 
hotel accomodation and tours,

Two other Panthers and 
two persons arrested for distribut- 
ing handbills on behalf of the Pan- 
thers last ‘Thursday evening, are 
also in custody. 

Three Panther leaders, Ya'acov 
Dari, Yitzhak Dayan and Gavriel 
Gargi, were relessed on IL1,000 bail 
each Eliahu Azana, who was 
brought into court with them, 
caused 2 minor upset in the court- 
room when he protested that he 
was quite unable to post 11300 bail. 
Azana, who is retarded and had his 
arm in 2 plaster cast, burst into 
tears and refused to leave the court. 
District Court Judge Meir Midin, 
however, ordered nim into custody. 

There were also angry outbursts 
when Panther leaders Kohavi She- 
mesh and Reuven Abergil, who are 
conducting their own defences, 
complained that they were being 
mistreated in prison. 

Judge Midin promised that their 
compiaints, which included insuffi- 
clent food and no electricity in their 
cells, would be checked. The two 
have been remanded until their case 
comes up on Tuesday. 

Panther leaders Sa‘adia Marciano, 
Charlle Biton and Eli Abigezer, 
who are wanted by the police in 
connection with the demonstration, 
are still at large. 

Meanwhile, the Jerusalem Siah

The police spokesman confirmed 
that they had been arrested about 
midnight on Saturday, when they 
were caught daubing slogans on 
public walls. 


Govrin quits 
Alignment’s 
economic c’tee 


Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Mr. Akiva Govrin 
yesterday announced his resignation 
from the chairmanship of the Align- 
ment Economic Affairs Committee. 
He said he wished to be free to 
compile a book of his writings and 
speeches. 

The Labour Party veteran has 
been chairman of this committee 
since its formation over five years 
ago. Labour Party sources gave out 
that Mr. Govrin had taken this atep 
in protest at the manner in which 
hig committee was being completely 
ignored by Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir in matters of economic policy~ 
making. It was felt that Mr. Sapir 
preferred to lean on his aides inside 
the Ministry, and especially on Mr. 
Moshe Sandberg, rather than this 
committee, when formulating eco- 
nomic policy moves. 

‘These sources explained that the 
last straw for Mr. Govrin was the 
Finance Ministry's post-devaluation 
moves, particularily the raising of 
prices on basic commodities and
